The Carney-McAuliffe Fight a Draw— 
Ends in a General Row. 

Boston, Nov. 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The place first settled on for the 
Carney-McAuliffe fight for the lightweight 
championship of the world and $5000 last 
night had to be changed, owing to fear of 
police interference, and it was 1 o’clock this 
morning when the men entered the ring 
in a barn attached to the Atlantic Hotel at 
Revere > 

In the first round McAuliffe forced the 
fighting and forced Carney down three 
times. In the fifth round Carney led, and 
by afeint got to short range and did great 
damage on Jack's short ribs.

Carney increased his advantage and Mc-

tion, and the crowd was wildly excited. 
Twenty-one rounds took one hour and 
twenty-three minutes. Although McAuliffe 
had a shade the best of it at that time, yet 
the Carney men were jubilant. Betting 
was then in favor of McAuliffe two to one. 
So far Carney’s tactics were in accordance 
with his expressed intentions to worry and 
tire McAuliffe and murder him in the ring. 

At the forty-fifth round it was seen that his 
tactics were bound to be successful in spite 
of the splendid stayine powers of McAuliffe. 
The Brooklyn boy was full of pluck, and 
stood up tothe Englishman in great sha 
as long as he had enough life in him to hold 
up his hands or stand on his feet. At the 
end of that round it was seen it was only a 
question of 2 and that Carney was 
surely winner. At 4:30 Carney and Me- 
Auliife had fought fifty rounds. The fifty- 
fourth round was desperately fought, and 
both men were strong. They were able to 
fight two hours more. 3 changed 
with every round, but as a rule Carney was 
a favorite at small odds. 

t the seventy-fourth round Carney 
knocked McAuliffe down, and the specta- 
tors immediately broke into thering and 
knocked down the stakes and ropes. A 
scrimmage ensued, and the referee declared 
the battle drawn. The fight lasted four 
hours and fifty-five minutes. 

Carney is the champion light-weight pu- 
gilist of England, and McAuliffe is the 
champion of America, in the eighth class.

MISS FRANCES WILLARD 


Before the National Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. 

NASHVILLE, Nov. 16.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Tress.] Miss Frances Willard, 
president of the National Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, in her nun Ad- 
dress said to the convention of that organ- 
ization today that she believed the Prohibi- 
tion party should strongly state as its wit 
mate aim two amendments to the National 
Constitution: First calling for universal 
prohibition; second, enfranchising women. 
She advecated equal wages, as well as an 
equal moral standard for women and men; 
heavier penalties for crimes against women, 
and raising the age of protection to 18 
years. Miss Willard noted with satisfac- 
tion the triumph of the better element in 
the Knights of Labor over the Anarchists 
and Socialists, and the 22 influence 
of Powderly, and the fearlessness of his 
utterances. Miss Willard also said there 
are enough anti-saloon Republicans at the 
North to carry prohibition in every State 
that is now struggling to secure it, and 
enough anti-saloon Democrats at the South 
to carry it there.
